Proper sted Fan Belt Is! 
Requ' to Provide Air 


Current 


Pvery automobile owner or driver 
knows from experience that a gas 
engine becomes hot after running 
for some time, ‘This ta due to the 
explosions or rapic burning of the 
gan Inside the cylinders, 

A large percentage of the heat 
developed in the cviinder goes to 
heat ulp the cylinder walls, and if 
thesa cannot be cooled either by 
strong biasts of air or water circula- 
tion around them they will become 
so hot that they will crack and 


hreuk apart or at least become use- 
less. By far the greator number of 
cars use what is known as the 
water-cooling sya#tem and thereforo 
that is the only type discussed in 
this article, 

The water flows around the cyl'r:- 
der walls and then through piping 
and rubber hase connections into the 
radiator, Where it is spread out in 
thin sheets or small pipes which 
have an immense amount of surface 
exposed to the air, Im this manner 
the water is cooled and then flows 
back to the engine in order to keep 
it alse cooled to the proper temper- 
ature, 

If any part of the cooling system 
falls to function properly the cylin- 
ders are not cooled and we say that 
the engine overheats. Water, as we 
know, cannot iba heated above 212 
degrees \F., without being placed 
under yressure, Therefore, the 
water which flows around the cylin- 
der wells cannot be heated sbove 
this temperature, If the water je 
not kept slightly below the temper- 
ature it will rapidly evaporate by 
bolliing. If the ongine is run ‘with- 
out water in the water jacket the 
eylinder watis will be heated above 
their normal temperature, with the 
result that the oi] will be entirely 
burned off the cylinder wall surface 
and the piston will begin to cut 
small slots lengthwise on the wall 
with the result that often (the en- 
gine will, in a few minutes’ time, be 
seriously damaged, 

In order that the cooling system 
work properly we must have the fol- 
lowing conditions:— 

Plenty of water, free cinowlation 
of water ‘throughout the entire sys- 
tem, freedom from scale in the rad- 
jator, and a strong current of air 
passing continuously through the 
radiator to cool the water. 

Lt follows that if the engine over- 
heats some of the previous condi- 
tions are not being fulfilled. Usually 
we look at the fan firat as this js 
where the trowble most frequentiy

Both men have been wanderers from their 


childhood. Neither of them were born in 
Canada. Mr. Waugh was born in Melrose, Scot- 
land, in 1868. Cohen, of Jewish descent, probably 
came from the east side of London. 

The atmosphere of mystery surrounds Morris 
A. Cohen, For years he was one of the most 
picturesque figures in the Alberta capital. But 
his presence was almost as mysterious as his 
antecedents. Everybody knew him, but few 
knew anything about him. 

Perhaps it was his mystery that appealed to 
the Chinese. Something it was at any rate that 
appealed to them, for they worshipped Morris, 

“He do anything for China-boy. China-boy 
do anything for Morris,” is the way one promi- 
nent Chinaman of Edmonton is supposed to have 
expressed the spell. 

One story has it that his father held a con- 
sular position in Canton for many yearg, and 
that it was there that Morris gained his insight 
into the character of the Chinese. Another says 
that he was born in London; that his parents 
were very poor, and that years ago Morris set 
off to win a pot of gold at the end of the rain- 
It is said that he chose Canada *s a favor- 
ite spot of the goddess of chance. Still! another 
story says that some ten years ago, when Dr. 
Sun Yat Sen visited the United States and Can- 
ada, Morris Colien even then traveled with him 
as bis bodyguard, and that then was built up 
the friendship that is bringing its rich reward 
to-day.

thing is certain: the date of Cohen’s ar 


rival at Edmonton, It was a decade ago, in the 
boom time. Any soldier of fortune could pick 
up a dollar or two at that time. But the bubble 
burst, and the war came. 


Cohen had been in the real estate. Part of 
his business included all the deals that the 
Chinamen put through. He was the uncrowned 
king of Chinatown. Chinamen grew to trust 
him, and he protected their interests, 


It was not long before Cohen was marching 
through the streets at the head of a company of 
Chinamen in the home guard. Then he enlisted, 
went overseas, and served with distinction in 
the railway battalion, in which he became a 
senior sergeant. 

Chinatown celebrated when he came back to 
Edmonton in 1919. Then, about a year ago, he 
began to talk of a trip -to China. One of his 
staunchest friends, M. D. Hong, a wealthy mer- 
chant, was going, and Morris must go along. 
His white friends joshed him. He would soon be 
a general leading the southern Chinese to vic- 
tory. Now the cables have made them stare with 
wonder. It seems that Morris has fulfilled expec- 
tations. As mysterious as ever, Morris is per- 
fectly at home with Dr, Sun Yat Sen, who keeps 
him always at his side as adviser. 


Waugh, the Anglo-Saxon, is just as reserved 


as Cohen, and just as mysterious. At any 
minute Waugh might become King of Abyssinia, 
and none of his friends would be surprised, 

At any rate, he also has “arrived.” 

“Dick” Waugh, the man who was mayor of 
Winnipeg during most of the war years, is one 
of the few Canadians in an official position who 
has an opera chair from which to watch the pre. 
sent warm interchange of reparations pleasant 
ries in the Ruhr district. 

Waugh himself never says anything, but 
other people, in time, say things for him. At 
last the cables from the Saar have begun to hum, 
Robert Dell, in a recent issue of the Contempor- 
ary Review, states that Waugh is the only inde- 
pendent member on the commission, the only 
member with an impartial and sincere concern 
for the population practically taken over by 
France. For under the Versailles treaty the coal 
fields were ceded by Germany to France for fif- 
teen years. And at the end of that perlod the 
inhabitants will decide by a vote whether they 
are to remain for good with France, return to 
Germany, or become a self-governing community. 

Waugh just happened to be there at the op- 
portune moment. And as usual he impressed 
everybody by his ability without saying any- 
thing.

It is not fiction, but hard fact, that in his double 
capacity as chief magistrate of Winnipeg and 
as president of the Returned Soldiers’ Assocl- 
ation, Mr. Waugh and his wife never missed 
meeting a train on which there came to or 
through Winnipeg a returned soldier, Under 
the able administration of Mayor Waugh, W. H. 
Smith and John Macrae, of Winnipeg, this as- 
sociation raised and spent in the neighborhood 
of one hundred thousand dollars. The famous 
Winnipeg “Juveniles” were launched under their 
auspices, and after they had “cleaned up” golden 
showers in Manitoba, toured the whole of Can- 
ada and playeii to capacity houses, 

Then it was during the Waugh regime that 
the largest public work in the British dominions 
(which was allowed to continue after war was 
declared), the thirteen million dollar Shoal Lake 
Aqueduct, was launched, furthered and fathered. 
For, after leaving the mayor's chair Dick Waugh 
became chairman of the commission in charge 
of the Greater Winnipeg Water District, and it 
was under his able administration that railways 
were run into the land touching the thirty-mile 
long great pipe, and a settlement scheme was put 
in operation, which is helping defray the cost of 
building the aqueduct. 

There were many stormy fights over the big 
pipe before it was finished, and Mr./Waugh’s 
successor, Charles F, Gray, was elected on a 
platform of “Find the Defects in the Back Fill.” 
But no serious defects ever were found, and Dick 
Waugh saw this immense undertaking almost to 
a finish before he took up the duties of his pree 
sent office.
